PARIS, June 11.—Miss Jane 
Addams, of Chicago, who ar- 
rived in Paris today, said she 
gathered from conversaticns 
with statesmen in England, 
Germany, Austria and Italy that 
it would be most difficult to in- 
fluence any of the belligerents 
for peace, on account of a fear 
that the suggestion might be 
taken as a sign of military 
weakness. All felt that the sug-. 
gestion must come from a neu- 
tral nation, preferably from the 
United States. Misa Addams re- 
gards the question of Belgium 
as the greatest difficulty to be 


solved.

Woman's Nerve Frustrates 
To Thieves Who Leave 
Train at Hewitt.

Hundreds of Dollars Secured 
Before People in Front 
Coaches are Warned. 


Shotguns and Revolvers are 
Flashed, but Highway- 
men Escape. 


ARTLY frustrated by a woman's 
presence of mind, two. masked 
men who boarded the first sec- 

tion of the Southern Pacific “Coaster,” 
south bound at Chatsworth Station last 
night, robbed about 100 passengers of 
money and valuables and left the 
train at Hewitt after a spirited battle 
with the train crew and passengers. 
A shotgun and several fevolvers 
flashed in the dark and bullets thud- 
ded against the rear end of the obs 
servation car. Then the bandits fled. 

The robbers’ gains are estimated at 
probably several thousand dollars. 
Only a partial list of losses was ob- 
tained, but it showed some individuals 
suffered heavily. The bandits over- 
looked nothing, except in a few cases 
where bold passengers ventured to 
drop articles on the floor. Men and 
women were robbed alike. 

The job would have been thoroughly 
done, it is declared, had not a sensi- 
tive woman in one of the middle day 
coaches looked behind and seén the 
robbers in the car back of her. In- 
stantly she was on her feet, running 
toward the front of the train and 
shouting a warning to other passen- 
gets. They followed in her wake and 
collected in the forward coach, at bay. 
But the robbers, who seemed ama- 

nervous throughout, 
They sud- 
denly ordered the conductor to sto 
the train at Hewitt, five miles no 
of Burbank, and alighted there, 
though they had trepeatedly warned 
the conductor to let them off at Bur- 
bank station. | 

While the robbery was in progress, 
a colored porter ran forward and se< 
cured a sawed-off shotgun from an ex- 
press messenger. When the robbers 
left the train, the armed porter, with 
a Southern Pacific employee named 
Swing, who, like the bandits, boarded 
the train at Chatsworth, took part in 
the gun battle. Then, the porter and 
Ewing left the train and follow 
the fleeing robbers. | 

BOTH ABE MASKED. 

The train left San Francisco at 7:45 
yesterday morning and was due here 
at 10:65 p.m. About 10:20 o’clock | 
the bandits boarded the front of the 
obse cn car at Chatsworth station. 
They confronted Brakeman E. M. 
Jordan, No. 503 Prospect place. Both 
wore black masks, one carried a 
sawed-off shotgun and the other an 
automatic revolver. Making Jordan 
walk ahead, they entered the observa-. 
ticn car. e elder bandit, who held 
the shotgun, posted himself at the 
door, and the other, carrying a pic- 
turesque invas bag tied about his 
neck, went to each passenger, kept 
the revolver menacingly to the fore, 
and forced the unwilling victims to 
drop money, watches, rings and other 
valuables into the bag. There were 
fifteen persons in the car. 5 

The robbers then went to the 
diner, robbed the employees there and 
passed on rapidly to a day coach 
ahead. 

Instantly excitement reigned. The 
forty persons in the car began a nd 
scramble that the bandits quie with 
menacing words and motions. The 
shotgun bearer st6od at the rear docr, 
while his younger and smaller com-

driving Jordan before them. In this 
car they met and covered Conductor 
C. O. Nichols. Forty persons in this 
car were robbed and the next car 
entered. Several times both robbers 
repeated to the conductor that they 
wanted to get off at Burbank, and 
warned him again and again not to 
trick them and carry them 

Then came the realization that the 
seats ahead were deserted and trouble 
in store. Instantly the told 
Mr. Nicholls stop the train, and he 
complied. 

The intruders umped and ran 
back along the ht of way. The 
train crew and several passengers ran 
to the rear of the observation car and 
opened fire om the dimly-seen figures. 
Both men returned the fire wildly, but 
with a will, till they fled. 

THEIR DESCRIPTIONS. 


These descriptions of the robbers 
were furnished the Sheriff's office: 

No. 1, 6 feet 6 inches tall, 140 
pounds, 40 years old, medium com- 
plexi black cap. 

No. 2, 6 feet, 170 pounds, 60 years 
old, wore overalls. 

Both were masked with handker- 
chiefs and mosquito net. ; 
W. T. Ellis of El Paso, who is stop- 
ping at No. 746 South Bonnie Brae 
street and who was a passenger in 
one of the coaches the robbers en- 
tered, declared the men were exceed- 
ingly nervous and kept repeating, 
“Something is wrong; we better get 
or.” 


Brakeman Jordan sald the men 
were apparently amateurs and were 
more frightened than the passengers 
from the time they boarded the train. 

Twice while the robbers were on 
the train it stopped, at regular stations, 
and each time they seemed on the 
verge of panic.

With this statement Mr. Bryan ex- 
pects to end for the present his efforts 
to lay before the public the situation 
which caused him to resign the port- 
folio of Secretary of State. On 
Wednesday he gave out an explana- 
tion of why he left the Cabinet rather 
than sign the last American note to 
Germany regarding submarine war- 
fare; yesterday he issued an appeal 
to the “American people” to stand for 
persuasion rather than for force in 
asserting rights under international 
law, and today he made a brief state- 
ment expressing gratification at what 
he termed a change of tone on the 
part of the “jingo editors” regarding 
the note to Germany. Referring to 
German-Americans as “‘fellow-citizens 
in whose patriotism I have entire con- 
fidence,” Mr. Bryan, besides asking 


them to mee their inflmetice with the} 


German government, urged: 

That they forget, never to be re- 
called, any suspicion of lack of 
trality or friendship toward 
man people on the part of the Presi- 
dent of the United States. 

t they should not attempt to 
connect negotiations between the 
United States and Germany with those 
between the United States and Great 
Britain, because “the cases are differ- 
ent.” 

That Germany should acquiesce in 
demands that have been made by the 
United States without condition, trust- 
ing the “United States to dep! justly 
with her in any changes she May pro- 
pose in the international rules that 
govern the taking of prizes,” growing 
out of submarine warfare. 

Mr. Bryan declared that President 
Wilson had been unjustly criticised by 
partisans of both sides in the Euro- 
pean conflict; expressed confidence 
that Germans would stand by their 
adopted country in case of war be- 
tween the United States and Germany; 
maintained that killing of innocent 
women and children, either by drown- 
ing or starving, could not be justified, 
and suggested a change in the ship-

“To the German-Americans: Per- 
mit me to address a word to you as 
one American citizen speaking to 
fellow-citizens in whose triotism he

sympathies should be with the country 
of your birth. It is no cause for cen- 
sure that this is true; it would be a 
reflection upon you if it were not true. 
Do not the sons of Great Britain Am- 
thize with their mother country? 
not the sons of France sympathize 
with theirs? Is not the same true of 
Russia and & Italy? Why should it 
not be true of those who are born in 
Germany or Austria? The trouble is 
that the extremists on both sides have 
mistaken a natural attachment felt for 
birthplace for disloyalty to this coun- 


try. 

“The President has been unjustly 
criticised by the partisans of both 
sides—the very best evidence of his 
neutrality. If he had so conducted the 
government as to wholly please either 
side it would excite not only astonish- 
ment, but misgivings, for ns 
cannot give an unbiased judgment; 
they will of necessity look at the ques- 
tion from their own point of view, giv- 
ing praise or blame, according as the

ADMIRAL FULLAM 
IS INDIGNANT. 


Resents Insinuation® Against 


His Administration. 


Naval Academy Superintend- 
ent Welcomes Inquiry. 


Declares Examination Papers 
Were Well Guarded. 


{BY A. F. NIGHT WIRE.) 


ANNAPOLIS (Md4.) June 11.—In 
an authorized statement tonight, Rear- 
Admiral Fullam said he would wel- 
come a searching investigation into 
his administration as superintendent 
of the Naval Academy. He expressed 
strong indignation at what he con- 
sidered refiections and insinuations 
against him and the officers under his 
commani in the course of the pro- 
ceedings before the court of inquiry 
which is investigating irregularities in 
examinations at the academy.

ADMIRAL’S REQUEST. 


Rear-Admiral Fullam dispatched a

in which such action on our part could 
hasten peace would have been by help- 
ing one side to overcome the other. 

“While the attacks made upon the 
President by the extremists of both 
sides were unjust, it is equally unjust 
to suspect the patriotism of those who 
took sides. I feel well enough ac- 
quainted with the European-born 
Americans to believe that in a war 
between this country and any Euro- 
pean power the naturalized citizens 
from that country would be as quick 
to enlist as native-born citizens. As 
Iam now speaking to German-Ameri- 
cans, I am glad to repeat in public 
what I have often said in private, and 
would have said in public before but 
for the fact that it would not have 
been proper for one in my official po- 
sition to do so—namely, that in case 
of war between the United States and 
Germany—if so improbable a suppo- 
sition can be considered-——-German- 
Americans would be as prompt to en- 
list and as faithful to the flag as any 
other portion of our people. What I 
have said in regard to the German- 
Americans is an introduction to an 
appeal which I feel it my duty to 
make to them. 

“First: If any of them have ever in 
a moment of passion or excitement 
suspected the President of lack of 
neutrality or lack of friendship to- 
ward the German government and the 
German people, let that thought be 
forgotten, never again to be recalled. 
I have, since my resignation, received 
numerous telegrams from German- 
Americans and German-American 80- 
cleties commending my actions; I 
think the senders of these telegrams 
understand my position; but that 
none may misunderstand, let me re- 
state it. The President is not only 
desirous of peace, but he hopes for 
it and he has adopted the methods 
which he thinks most likely to con- 
tribute toward peace. My difference 
from him is as to method, not as to 
purpose, and my utterances since re- 
signing have been intended to crys- 
tallize public sentiment in support of 
his efforts to maintain peace, or, to 
use a familiar phrase—‘peace with 
hohor.’ 

“But remember that when I use the 
phrase ‘peace with honor,’ I do not 
use it in the same sense that those 
do who regard every opponent of war 
as favoring ‘peace at any price.’ 
‘Peace at any price’ is an epithet, not 
a true statement of any one’s opin- 
ion, nor of the policy of any group. 
The words are employe’ by jingoes as 
an expression of contempt and are ap- 
plied indiscriminately to all who have 
faith in the nation’s ability to find a 
peaceful way out of every difficulty so 
long as both nations want peace. The 
alarmists of the country have had con- 
trol of the metropolitan press and 
they have loudly proclaimed that the 
prolongation of negotiations or the 
suggestion of international investiga- 
tion would be a sign of weakness-—— 
and everythi is weakness that does 
not contain a hint of war. The jingo 
sees in the rainbow of promise only | 
one color—red. 

*“Second—Knowing that the Presi- 
dent desires peace, it is your duty to 
help him, and how? By exerting your 
influerce to convirce the German gov- 
ernment of this fact and to persuade 
that government to take no steps that 
would lea@d in the direction of war. 
My fear been that the German 
government might, despairing of a 
friendly settlement, break off diplo- 
matic relations and thus create a con- 
dition out of which war might come 
without the intention of either coun- 
try. I do not ask you to minimize 
the earnestness of the President's 


to him and to Germany. The sinking 
of the Lusitania cannot be defended 
upon the facts as we understand them. 
The killing of innocent women and 
children cannot be justified, whethe 
the killing ig, by drowning or starv- 
ing; no nation can successfully plead 
the inhumanity of her enemies as an 
excuse for inhumanity on her own 
part. While it ts true that cruelty 
is apt to beget cruelty, it cannot be 
that ‘like cures Hike.“ 
war, we are not absolved from the 
obligation to remedy ev'ls by the infiu- 
ence of good examples. ‘Let your 
lights so shine’ is a precept that 
knows no times nor seasons, as it 
knows neither latitude nor longitude. 


“Third—Do not attempt to connect 
the negotiations which are going on 
between the United States and Ger- 
many with those between the United 
States and Great Britain. The cases 
are different, but even if they were 
the same, k would be necessary to 
treat with each nation separately. My 
personal preference has been to re- 
peat our insistence that the aliies shall 
not interfere with our commerce with 
neutral countries, but the difference on 
this point was a matter of judgment 
and not a matter of principle. In the 
note to Great Britain, dated March 
30, this government said: 

“In view of these assurances for- 
mally given to this government, it is 
confidently expected that the extensive 
powers conferred by the order in 
council on the executive officers of 
the crown will be restricted by “or- 
ders issued by the government” di- 
recting the exercise of their discre- 
tionary powers in such a manner as to 
modify in practical application those 
provisions of the order in council 
which, if strictly enforced, would vio- 
late neutral rights and interrupt le- 
gitimate trade. Relying on the faith- 
ful performance of these voluntary 
assurances by His Majesty’s govern- 
ment, the United States takes it for 
granted that the approach of Ameri- 
can merchantmen to neutral ports sit- 
uated upon the long line of coast af- 
fected by the order in council will not 
be interfered with when it is known 
that they do not carry goods which 
are contraband of war or goods des- 
tined to or proceeding from ports 
— the belligerent territory at- 
‘ected.’ 


“There is no doubt that our gov- 
ernment will insist upon this posi 
tion. That is an important thing. 
The exact date of the note is not 
material. My reason fcr desiring to 
have the matter presented to Great 
Britain at once was not that Germany 
had any right to ask it, but because 
I was anxious to make it as easy 
as possible for Germany to accept 
the demands of the United States and 
cease to employ submarines against 
merchantmen. There is no reason why 
any German-American should dcubt 
the President's intentions in this mat- 
ter. I am sure that everyone will, on 
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cegsitates any change in the * 
governing the capture of prizes. The 
position seemingly taken by x 
namely, that she is entitled to drown 
noncombatants because they ride 
with contraband, is an untenable po- 
sition; the most that she could insist 
upon is that, in view cf the introduc- 
tion of this new weapon of warfare, 
new rules should be adopted—sepa- 
rating passengers from objectionable 
cargo. | 

“If the use of the submarine jus- 
tines such a change in the law of 
blockade as will permit the cordon 
to be withdrawn far enough from the 
shore to avcid the danger of subma- 
rine attack, may it not be found pos- 
sible to secure an international agree- 
ment by which passengers will be ex- 
cluded from ships carrying contra- 
band, or at least from those 

ammunition. It would require but a 
slight change in the shipping laws to 
make this separation, and belligerent 
naticns might be restrained from un- 
necessarily increasing the contraband 
list if they were ccmpelled to carry 
contraband on transports as they now 
carry troops. Personally I would like 
to see the use of submarines aban- 
doned entirely, just as I would like 
to see an abandonment of the use ct 
aeroplanes and Zeppelins for the car- 
rying of explosives, but I am not san- 
guine enough to believe that any et- 
fective instrument of warfare will be 
abandoned as long as war continues. 
The very arguments which the advo- 
cates cf peace advance against the 
submarine, the aeroplane and the 
Zeppelin are advanced in favor of 
them by those who conduct war. The 
more fatal a weapon is the more it 
is in demand, and it is not an un- 
usual thing to see a new instrument 
of destruction denounced as inhuman 
by those against whom it is employed, 
only to be employed later by those 
who, only a little while before, de- 
nounced it. 
The above suggestions are respect 
fully submitted to those of German 
birth or descent, and they are sub- 
mitted in the same spirit tc natural- 
ized citizens from other countries. To 
the naturalized citizen this is the land 
of adoption, but in one sense it may 
be nearer to him than it is to .us 
who are native born, for those who 
ecme here are citizens by voluntary 
choice, while we are here by accident 
of birth. They may be said to have 
paid a higher compliment to the 
United States than we who first saw 
the light under the Stars and Stripes. 
But, more than that, it is the land 
of their children and their children’s 
children, no matter for what reason 
they crossed the ocean. They not only 
share with us the shaping cf our na- 
tion’s destiny, but their descendants 
have a part ours in all the bless- 


ings which t present generation 
can, by wise and patriotic actién, | 
queath to the are 


to follow.”

WAR HORSES

AND OTHERS DIE FROM

ALTON (IIL) June 11.—About 700 
British and French war horses, part 
ot a herd of several thousand head 
which escaped from a stockade here 
during an electrical storm last night, 
tonight were being held for ransom 
by German farmers whose lands the 
horses had overrun and damaged. 

Rumors that German sympathizers 
had caused the 100-foot breach in the 
atockade wall through which the ani- 
mals escaped were discussed here, but 
were generally discredited. The farm- 
ers who rounded up small herds of 
the stampeded horses declared tonight 
they would refuse to surrender the 


animals until assured by agents of the 


British and French governments they 
would be compensated for the dam- 
age caused by the animals and for the 
expense incurred in corralling them, 

Four hundred horses were returned 
to the stockade after a spectacular 
round-up extending through the streets 
of Alton, Benbow City and Wood 
River. More than a score of horses 
were killed by trains during the night, 
and about an equal number died as 
the result of eating green corn and 
wheat in the fields. More than 1000 
horses still are at large.

HOLLYWOOD GETS 
AQUEDUCT WATER. 
LOWER RATES WILL GO INTO EF. 


FECT WHEN THE BONDS ARE 
VOTED AND SOLD. 


Aqueduct water was turned into the 
mains of the Union Hollywood dis- 
trict yesterday by Chief Engineer Mul- 
holland. It will be necessary to aug- 
ment the supply of the company 
through the summer to provide an 
adequate amount for the $500 co® 
sumers in the district. 

Details of the purchase of the sys- 
tem by the city are being worked out 
and it is expected the contract will 
soon be signed. The rates will remain 
the same as at present even after the 
city gets complete control until money 
for improving and extending the sys- 


tem is available. The rate is about 
twice as much as the city’s general 
rate. 

The next step toward getting the low 
rate will be the organization of a dis- 
trict and the voting of a bond issue 
by that district. Chief Engineer Mul- 
holland has investigated the system 
and its needs, and says $1,000,000 will 
be required. He stated yesterday, how- 
ever, that all the district will be really 
asked to.do is to lend its credit for 
the amount needed. The water reve- 
nues will be ample to take care of in- 
terest and principal on the bonds and 
no part of them will ever have to be 
sar by property owners of the dis- 
trict. 

As soon as the money is available 
it is proposed to reduce the rates to 
conform with those in effect eleswhere 
in the city. Because the Union Holly- 
wood Water Company had to pump 
most of its water, and other expenses 
were higher, it could make less profit at 
$1.40 minimum charge than the city 
Will be able to make at 75 cents, ac- 
cording to Mr. Mutholland’s figures. 

The Board. of Public Service voted 
yesterday to purchase the South Park 
water system at $1000. This system 
have about wenty-five services and 
covers a small amount of territory 
south of Florence avenue and east 
of Main street. Only two or three of 
the eighteen private water companies 
formerly doing business in Los Ange- 
les still retain their identity, and these 
will probably be acquired soon.

So Judge Intimates in the 
L.A. I. Case. 


Twenty-seven Witnesses are 
Now Dismissed. 


Shorter Trial will Result; 
More Testimony. 


‘The action of the government in 
limiting its further examination of 
Witnesses in the case against Charles 
A. Elder and former officers and em- 
piloyees of the Los Angeles Investment 
Company, charged with using the 
mails in a scheme to defraud those 
who had actial personal dealings and 
interviews with some of the defend- 
@nts, will. have the effect of materially 


reducing the length of the hearing. 
The intimation of Judge Bledsoe 
that enough evidence had been ad- 
duced from investors who had been 
induced to put their money in the 
stock of the corporation, through 
reading Homes, the publication of the 
company, and through the medium of 
correspondence, resulted yesterday in 
the discharge of twenty-seven wit- 
nesses who had been summoned to 
furnish cumulative testimony along 
that line. Another class of witnesses 
were before the court vesterday, those 
who could testify to the alleged false 
representations, of: the defendants 
through the medium of persona! inter- 
views. This resulted in some of the 


with the clashes between the attor- 
neys for the defense and the court 
* was slow. 

e witnesses at the morning es- 
sion were musicians associated with 
the defendants Elder, Deeble and 
Derby—when they all played at one 
of the Los Angeles theaters, and the 
Los Angeles Investment Company oc- 
cupied two small rooms at No. 138% 
South Spring street. This was before 
the removal to the Hill-street quar- 
ters, and where the projectors of the 
enterprise dreamed of the unmeas- 
ured wealth that was to be theirs.

Sawin bought 5015 shares of the com- 
pany. paying $3000 in cash for the

He told Derby 
the claim that the stock paid 28 per 
cent. was a mistake, that it was only 
7 per cent. and that investors were 
being imposed on by such talk.

The witness 
said Derby told him that the Guaran- 
tee Fund was a unique institution, 
nuted for the benefit of the stock- 
holders who had smal! holdings; also 
that the Globe Savings Bank was or- 
ganized with the Los Angeles Invest- 
ment Company holding the majority 
of the stock, because a bank created 
confidence in an institution. He al- 
leged that Derby told him that the 
word “bank” in gold letters on a win- 
dow was more compelling than a win- 
dow without it. He also said Derby 
told him a syndicate of Los Angeles 
bankers was about to be organized to 
take up all of the unsold stock, but 
that by the way the stock was selling 
there would be none on the market 
by May 31, 1913, when the alleged 

option expired. 

HIGH HOPES. 

On cross-examination he admitted 
that the defendants Elder, Deeble and 
Derby were very enthusiastic in re- 


and that they had high hopes of 
erecting a civic center on the Hill and 
Raldwin tracts of land; that they were 
putting all their money in the scheme, 
and that business conditions that de- 


slump in the price of the stock. 

Earl R. Stone, another musician of 
this city, associated with C. L. Bagley, 
who played a clarinet in a local or- 
chestra, was told by Bagley, he al- 
leged, at the musicians’ ball held in 
this city in April, 1913, that the stock 
of the Los Angeles Investment Com- 
pany was worth from $7 to $8 a share 
and would soon go to $10.

On cross-examination he said he 
knew Bagley was putting his money 
in the company; that no payments 
were made to Bagley. but to a sales- 
man, and he thought Bagley believed 
what he said about the reliability of 
the investment. 

ALL HIS SAVINGS. 

Henry W. Hammon, also a musi- 
cian, invested $14,000 in the stock of 
the company, paying over $8000 in 
eash, the savings of a lifetime, and 
giving his note for $6000. He had 
never drawn any dividend from the 
time of the original investment in 
19066, until August. 1913, when he kept 
a check for $71 sent him by the com- 
pany. Before he had applied ali of 
his dividend earnings to the payment 
of his note. 

“How did you happen to keep the 
71?" asked Oscar Lawler, of counsel

“Well,” said Hammon, “for about 
eight years I had been pouring my 
money into the company and 1 
thought it about time that I got a

RATES EFFECTIVE SOON. 


ORD that the 10 to 20 per cent. 
reductions in freight rates 
en- 


deavoring to bestow on Pacific Coast 
territory since the Panama Canal 
opened will become effective July 21 
Was received yesterday by General 
Freight Agent Clapp of the Southern 
Pacific. The reductions apply over all 
lines, 

“It is the first slash in rates as a re- 
sult of Panama Canal competition,” 
said Mr. Clapp. “The rates are all 
east-bound and apply to only a few 
commodities. Other reductions wil! 
follow, however.” 

The commodities affected and the 
reductions follow: . 

Beans. including limas, black-eyed, 
white and all varieties of dried, re- 
duced from 85 cents a hundred to 75 


to all eastern territory, with minor ex- 
ceptions. 

goods, excepting salmon, 
including all varieties of fruit and 
vegetables, reduced from 85 cents a 
hundred to 62% cents to points Chi- 
cago and west, with provision for 
addition of the local rates to the 62% 
cent rate to points East, but not to 
exceed a maximum of 85 cents. 

Canned salmon, reduced from 85 
cents a hundred to 60 cents to points 
Chicago and west, with same provi- 


sion for rates east of Chicago as 
above. 
Asphalt and asphaltum, reduced 


from 55 cents a hundred to 60 cents 
to points Chicago and west. 

The effective date of the proposed 
reductions has been a subject of large 
interest in this State, and, in fact, 
throughout Pacific Coast territory, as 
the cuts, with those that will follow, 
will be reflected in direct benefit to all. 
Or, as one man phrased it, “the pro- 
ducer will pocket from 10 te 20 per 
cent. of his freight bill.“

It is not true that in sending a 
message to the Kaiser demanding from Ger- 
many a promise that hereafter the law of 
nations and the law of humanity shall be 
observed by her Mr. Wilson was following 
“precedents written in characters of blood 
upon every page of human history.” It is 
not trve that all the members of President 


: Wilson's Cabinet, except Bryan, and all the 
Freat newspapers, whether Republican or 


Democrat, and all the tens of millions of 
patriotic Americans who indorse the action 
of President Wilson in sending to Germany 
the message which Bryan refused to sign 
are “jingoes who have caught the rabies 
from the dog of war.” It is not true that 
there is a single sentence in the message 
sent by President Wilson to Germany that 
tends to provoke war or that is other than 
a courteous and manly reiteration of the 
previous message to Germany to which Mr. 
Bryan found no objections to attaching his 
signature. 

Mr. Bryan assumes that the United States 
could—under his direction— lead the world 
out of the black night of war into the light 
of that day when swords shall be beaten 
into plowshares.” This he will accomplish 
simply by quoting to the combatants the 
thirtéenth chapter of First Corinthians. 

Mr. Bryan admits in his “address to the 
American people” that Germany has been 
“blind to the rights of neutrals and deaf 
to the appeals of humanity.”

hit me again.” Wilson, in effect, says to 
it, “Unless you promise not to strike me 
another foul and unwarranted blow I will 
not go to war with you, but I will take my 
other ch out of your reach. I will de- 
cline all intercourse with you—diplomatic 
or commercial—and have nothing more to 
do with you, for you have stepped out of 


‘the pale of civilization and have become a 


barbarism masquerading as a government.” 

“The note of Mr. Wilson,” says the New 
York New Republic, “reproduces with re- 
markable skill the mean of American opin- 
ion. It presents the picture of a nation 
seeking by all honorable means to avert 


war, but willing to go even to that extreme 


in defense of principles of law and human- 
ity. It is a note satisfying alike to those 
anxious for immediate action and to those 
willing to endure even more than we have 
endured rather than permit a break in our 
relations with Germany. American public 
opinion has coalesced about this note and 
the extremists on both sides have been si- 
lenced. We do not hear boasts of what we 
shall ‘do to Germany.’ No one is vaunting 
the possible exploits of our American navy 
or of our American army. The pacifists, 
too, are contented. Even the German-Amer- 
jeans who have so bitterly attacked our 
foreign policy have in the main rallied to 
the support of the President.”

ties,” by Mary Ritter Beard, gives 
a remarkable resume of the results achieved 
by women in the life of the community. It 
shows that the extension of woman's activi- 
ties beyond the home has come about grad- 
ually and naturally, from her interest in her 
own home and family, through her immedi- 
ate associations, to the wider and more 
general field—the city and the State. 
Outside of distinctively feminine affairs 
women first took an active place in educa- 
tional affairs. It was not until the Civil 
War took men to the front that women 
gained the ascendency as teachers. Until 
recent years the administration and the 
curriculum of our schools have been almost 
exclusively in the hands of men. Today, 
however, four States—Colorado, Idaho, 
Washington and Wyoming—have women at 
the head of their school systems. There 
are now 495 women school superintendents 
in the United States. In Montana, with 
thirty counties, but one man holds the of- 
fice of superintendent. The principalships 
of many cities are in the hands of women, 
the most notable example being Chicago, 
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life, instead of a mere round of recitations 
out of books. The kindergarten was first 
introduced into this country by Elizabeth 
Peabody. At first kindergartens were en- 
tirely private efforts, maintained through 
the fostering care of benevolent and public- 
spirited women mainly. When the useful- 
ness of this preliminary training had been 
demonstra in a community public senti- 
ment w wakened to the point where the 
adoption as part of the school system fol- 
lowed. This has been the history of almost 
every radical change in our schools. Gym- 
nastics for girls, manual training, vocation- 
al schools, special schools for defectives, 
cripples, the blind, etc., have all passed 
through this history. Domestic science, 
now an elaborate and scientific department 


its root in classes in cooking and sewing, in 
the public schools of Massachusetts, secured 
through the efforts of Miss Emily Hunting- 
ton in 1876. | 

Vacation schools, now recognized as an 
invaluable adjunct to the work of the 
schools, were originated and for a number 
of years supported by the Chicago Woman's 
Club, which raised $25,000 each year from 
1898 to 1906 for this purpose. School gar- 
dens and the school farm movement have 
been largely fostered by women's clubs. 
An International Children’s School Ferm 
League has been organized, with Mrs. Par- 
sons, Director of School Farms for the De- 
partment of Public Parks, New York City, 
as president. Remarkable results in inter- 
esting children in garden and farm work 
have been accomplished, particularly in the 
South, through this movement, which has 
been largely guided by experts connected 
with the Agricultural Department. 

One of the most remarkable of twentieth- 
century developments has been the change 
in the character and use of our public 
school buildings. The barrack-like struc- 
ture, which had but one function—the hous- 
ing of classes during the regulation school 
hours—9 a.m. to 4 p.m., is a thing of the 
past. Our school buildings now must be 
suitably equipped for many activities; they 
must serve as models of beauty and fitness; 
they are decorated with pictures and statu- 
ary and flowers; they are used for night 
schools, for mothers’ classes, for neighbor- 
hood gatherings. The whole “civic center” 
and recreational movement in connection 
with our schools may be largely credited to 
the disinterested.work of women. 

In California, and particularly in Los An- 
geles, women have led the way to many of 
the innovations that give us a school sys- 
tem notable for its achievements. Kinder- 
gartens, manual training, the school clinic 
and school nurses, the “penny” lunch, play- 
grounds have all been introduced and fos- 
tered by our women with thought for the 
children of other women, as well as for

Maximiliano Olay, alias Juan Escoto, 
a Spanish anarchist, has got the best of 
the government of the United States to the 
extent of a first-class passage from New 
York to Spain. Olay is only twenty-one 
years of age, but he is wise beyond his 
years. He came into this country a few 
months ago intending to make a lecture 
tour, for he is glib of speech. But his 
audiences were meager, for his knowledge 
of the English language was limited, and, 
outside of the great cities, there are not 
many Spaniards and those are more in- 
terested in cock fights than in the literature 
of Cervantes. Finding the lecture field bar- 
ren of pecuniary results. Olay turned 
anarchist and soap-box orator, and made 
speeches against civil government and urg- 
ing its overthrow by force.

President McKini¢y, in the winter of 
1897-1898, issued an Appeal to the American 
people for starving Cuba. He headed it 
with a very liberal contribution of his own. 

No attempt was made to determine 
whether the respon#ibility rested on the 
Weyler policy, or on the Maximo Gomez 
policy. The Weyler igeconcentration policy 
was to herd the peaceful population in con- 
centration camps, aad to treat them as 
military prisoners Suse fulfilling the 
obligation to feed mHitary prisoners. The 
Maximo Gomez policy was to drive Spain 
out of Cuba by m&ing the country unin- 
habitable through burning the sugar plan- 
tations and destroying other means of pro- 
duction. 

Both policies worked to the same end, 
and Cuba was rapidly becoming uninhabit- 
able. Hundreds of thiusands were starving, 
and the daily toll of deaths was appalling. 

The Politica] sitüstion also offered some 
parallel to the present Mexican situation 
in that anarchy reighed. Spain could not 
make her authority respected, and the in- 
surgentg could not @stablish their author- 
ity except in a few localities. | 

Gen. Weyler had ‘been recalled, and Gen. 
Blanco put in his place as captain general 
to carry out a more humane policy, and to 
secure the co-operatign of the best elements 
among the Cubang in administering the 
government. 

Capt.Gen. Blanco sought to co-operate 
with the United Stafes in the distribution 
of the relief supplies, but his efforts showed 
how completely all abthority was gone. 

The policy of home rule through the coa- 
lition of the best men of the country also 
had been adopted by Spain. The auton- 
omists, who had heen the original advo- 
cates of self-government and who had not 
taken the field with the insurgents, were 
in power. A suprenmie effort was made to 
have the radical Spahish elements and the 
moderate insurgent @¢lements coalesce and 
form a real Cuban government. It failed. 

The attitude of foreign governments was 
similar to that which: for three years they 


have maintained in régard to Mexico. They 


sought to protect thé property of their na- 
tionals, but did not propose to interfere in 
the struggle between Spain and the re- 
volted colony lest should bring them 
under the ban of the United States. There 
were very few instagces in which the lives 
as well as the property of their nationals 
were sacrificed. f. 

Americans in Cuba were there in circum- 
stances somewhat fimilar to those who 
were in Mexico when the Madero revolu- 
tion against Diaz broke out. They were 
interested in sugar plantations and in va- 
rious kinds of business. 

There was, however, one marked differ- 
ence. No special effort. had been made by 
the Spanish governinent to induce them 
to come to Cuba. stead. their welcome 
had been a cool and their stay was 
not liked. 

Americans suffered through the destrue- 
tion of their plantations and the loss of 
their business, but the loss of life was very 
rare. 

American property tee: in Cuba were 
small compared with; American property in- 
terests in Mexico under Diaz. The num- 
ber of individuals was also small com- 
pared with the number who were in Mex: 
ico. 

The Mohroe doctrifie was not endangered 
in Cuba any more than it has been endan- 
gered in Mexico. Fhe real situation was 
properly described by former ent 
Benjamin Harrison. as the necessity of 
abating a nuisance at our doors. The 
Mexican situation , precisely the same. 

President McKinleg’s relief proclamation 
was generally accepied as a veiled warn- 
ing to Spain that if the condition of the 
Cuban population w not improved and if 
order were not brogght out of chaos, the 
United States would intervene to end an in- 
tolerable situation. 

Relief failed, autopomy failed, the coall- 
tion of the best elements failed, to give 
Cuba a government; that could make its 
decrees respected maintain order. 

The blowing up of the Maine hastened, 
but did not cause, the armed intervention 
of the United States, The course of events 
had shown that it was inevitable. 

More Americans have been murdered 
by the Mexican fadtions than lost their 
lives by the destruction of the Maine. 

A national policy which is based on a 
course that may féquire intervention in 
order to make it efféctive is pretty apt to 
end with interventiog#. The Mexican paral- 
lel to Cuba is suggestive.

ASHINGTON, June 8&.—The 

closing days of the longest so- 

cial season Washington has ever

PLANS ORDERED. 


COUNCID TQ ACT SOON ON BIG 
PUBLIC IMPROVEMENT. 


— 


City Engineer Instructed to Pre- 
pare Ordinance Providing for 
Change of Grade and Widening of 
Important Thoroughfare from Ver- 
mont Avenue to West City Limits. 


Immediate improvement of First 
street between Lake Shore avenue and 
Vermont avenue and the continuation 
of Temple street from Vermont ave- 
nue to the west city limits was de- 
cided upon by the City Council yes- 
terday and the City Engineer was 
ordered to prepare the ordinance of 
intention. This improvement, which 
has been a topic for much talk and 
little action in the Council for months, 
will include the widening of the 
thoroughfare to seventy feet clear 
through, with six and one-quarter- 
foot sidewalks on each side. The 
grade will be established at 4% per 
cent., necessitating numerous cuts and 
fills. The deepest cut will be twenty- 
six feet at Belmont avenue. 

The action of the Council was taken 
on recommendation of the Board of 
Public Works. Retiring members of 
the Council are anxious to have the 
ordinance published before they leave 
office. 

The Council will consider in com- 
mittee of the whole an assessment of 
$15,000 to $20,000 for improving the 
intersection of Slauson avenue and 
Central avenue. Plans for the im- 
provement prepared by the City En- 
gineer provide for large steel cul- 
verts to handle storm waters and half 
of the improvement will be in the 
county, outside the city limits. City 
Attorney Stephens told the Council 
there is a law which provides the city 
may extend an assessment district 
beyond the city Umits to cover such 
improvements, but Mr. Stephens does 
not think the law will stand in court, 
and Councilman Betkouski also spoke 
against the project.

The average 
per capita wealth of the country, ac- 
cording to the figures given, is $1965.

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Growers Want More. 


HERE are about $200,000,000 invested in 

citrus property in Southern California. 
The production is from 40,000 to 50,000 car 
loads a year, and the past year has not been 
& prosperous one for the growers. Taking 
average years, California oranges sell to 
consumers in the East at about $3.75 per 
box. This is supposed to be divided about 
as follows: The producer receives $1, pick- 
ing and hauling costs 9 cents, the packing 
into the box costs 28 cents, selling 5 cents, 
freight and refrigeration 77 cents, the job- 
ber gets 31 cents and the retailer 25 cents, 
making a total of $3.75. 


The comparatively low returns to the 
growers last year necessarily produced a 
little dissatisfaction. The cultivation of an 
orange grove is an expensive undertaking, 
especially in a country where labor is so 
costly. It requires high intelligence and 
vigilant attention. Fertilization is costly, 
irrigation very costly, and in a climate 
where every kind of life flourishes insect 
pests multiply at a terrible rate, necessitat- 
ing the fumigating of the trees with cyanide 
acid gas, an exceedingly costly operation. 
The question is, Who will give up part of 
his profits for the benefit of the grower? 
Not the retailer, who gets 26 cents a bor 
profit for handling a box that cost him $3.75, 
The jobber could a great deal more easily 
give up part of his profits of 31 cents than 
have the retailer shave off part of his .26 
cents a box. If the figures are correct, and 
there is no reason to think they are not, it 
is an anomalous situation in which the job- 
ber gets 6 cents a box more than the retailer. 
It would seem that he ought to get 6 cents 
less. Then the freight and refrigeration, an 
average of 77 cents a box, is undoubtedly 
high. Of course the fruit is perishable, re- 
quiring great care and almost express time 
in the transportation. At the same time, 


is no chance of chipping anything off of the 
cost of selling or picking, packing or bau 
ing. Therefore it looks like war between 
the transportation companies, the jobbers, 
and the producers. With the Panama Ca-

The sealed glass tube carries 15% grains of 
calcium chloride containing 30 per cent. of 
available chiorin, giving in the thirty-gallon 
Dag one part of chlorin to 490,000 parts of 
water. Filled tubes cost about a cent 
apiece.” 

For household purposes, three grains of 
pure calcium chloride used in the ordinary 
five-galion container will give the right pre 
portion, and insure sterilization. It is far 
less trouble than boiling, and water so 

treated is more palatable than boiled water.

“At the time of admission he had suffered 
excruciating agonies from a large cancer 
deep in the pelvis which, recurring after an 
operation, defied further surgical procedure 
and, it was then believed, must prove fatal 
within a brief term of weeks. But on the 
day of my visit the man was free from pain; 
his mental attitude was cheerful and confi- 
dent; his face showed a distinct glow of 
color; and the tumor which had seemed to 
doom him inexorably had well-nigh dis- 
appeared. Two weeks later 1 
learned that this man with the pelvic can- 
cer was about to be discharged as cured.” 

Other cases in a similar hopeless condl- 
tion have shown corresponding uniformity 
in improvement. And it should be remem- 
bered that thus far practically all the cases 
treated have been those that were past all 
help from other known remedies, medical 
or surgical. The reason for this is that, un- 
til now at the best-known treatment 
for cancer has been early surgical measures. 
And it was only in cases where this seem- 
ingly best remedy had been tried and proved 
ineffectual that the new remedy was ap- 
plied as a last resort. 

There is every reason to believe, however, 
that atolysin will act effectually in the early 
stages of cancer—in short, will make the 
use of the knife unnecessary. Experiments 
upon animals having cancers, in which the 
growths are made to disappear by a few 
injections of the remedy, points to this. 
And since one person out of every nine who 
are over 35 years of age dies of cancer at 
present, it is possible that the Grim Reaper 
is about to be deprived of one of the 
most cruel forms of gathering his abundant 
harvest. 

An important feature of the atolysin treat- 
ment is that it produces no ill effects, as 
apparently it exerts no action upon normal 
tissues. The possibilities involved in apply- 
ing it, therefore, are all on the credit side.

Moreover, as Dr. Seelye points out, the tab- 
lets could be used in the wound itself before 
putting on the first-aid dressing, and in this 
position would not only help to check hemor- 
rhage, but act as an antiseptic.

To be real frank with you about 
this discussion, I am rather surprised that 
down in your part of the world you are not 
abreast with this simple form of flood regu- 
lation and control. Knowing of your general 
progress we assumed that you did know 
enough to come in out of the wet on a prop 
osition so simple and so long established in 
human practice. The farmers up here have 
to protect themselves against the ‘big melt’ 
of snow which comes suddenly at times. 
They go into the remote head of the water- 
sheds and build these protections. It is com- 
monly accepted doctrine here that the entire 
cost is regained within a year or two by the 
increased irrigation supply. 

“You must not expect to check a great big 


stream with a brush and boulder dam. You 


cannot. In such case it must be the regula- 
tion concrete structure costing heavily. But 
if you take it in the heads of the little can- 
yons, you can regulate any stream inexpen- 
sively and undoubtedly secure the full re- 
turn of the cost in the conservation of irriga- 
tion water.”

WHY THEY SUCCEEDED. 
OR years New England was considered 
the turkey-raising center of the United 
States. The best turkeys raised in this 
country came from Rhode Island and Con- 


necticut. Although of later years the New 


England States have dropped from this high 
position in the matter of turkey-raising, it 
may be well worth while to inquire into the 
method of turkey-raising that once made 
those States so famous for their Thanksgiv- 
ing products. We may be able not only to 
get some points to apply to California con- 
ditions, but may as well be able to find out 
why the 


New England is composed almost entirely 
of hilly or mountainous country; there are 
few exceedingly large holdings of land, few 
wide valleys over which the: turkeys may 
range for miles. Conditions for growing tur- 
keys in small flocks, on a range, are almost 
ideal, and as a matter of fact that is how 
nearly all New England turkeys are raised. 


have there ever been any, that can compare 
in size with some of the great turkey herds 
of the San Joaquin, San Jacinto and Imperial 
valleys. For the most part the New England 
flocks are composed of from half a dozen to 
thirty or forty hens and a single gobbler. 
From these birds are raised from fifty to 300 
or 400 young birds each year. Each fall and 
winter all the surplus stock is sold for mar- 
ket, only the original breeders being re 

There we have our first point. Many New 
England raisers have been able to secure 
good results by keeping a single flock of 
hens and one good unrelated gobbler, year 
after year. By selling off all the young stock 
every winter, the possibility of inbreeding 


can be bred from season after season until 
too old for use. As turkeys are usually as 
good for breeding purposes up to the age of 
6 or 8 years, it is necessary to buy new blood 
only once in that time. ; 

The New England ranges are covgred with 
abundant shade trees. Clover grows luxu- 
riantly, from early spring until fall.

Turkeys in confinement are almost un- 
known in New England. Probably this fact, 
together with that which we have already 
noted, that the land is not suitable for par- 
ticularly large flocks, is largely responsible 
for the decline of the turkey industry there. 
Texas and the Southwest now raise many 
times more turkeys than were ever produced 
in New England, while throughout the Mid- 
die Western States large and small flocks of 
turkeys have replaced the small units from 
New England. 

In New England the dark-plumaged breeds 
of turkeys have always been the most popu- 
lar. Narragansetts are the best liked, with 
the Bronzes close behind. The Narragan- 
setts are prized by the New England farmers 
for their full breasts and early maturing.

make a business of growing poultry for 
meat and eggs, the object being to standard- 
ize these pro, throughout the country.
